CARDIFF, March 13.— 
(AP)—Aviation experts to- 
day began an inquiry here in- 
to the latest disaster involv- 
ing Britain’s unlucky Tudor 
airliners — the crash of a 


crowded charter ship yester-| 


day in which 80 died. 

Directed personally by the mini- 
ster of civil aviation, Lord Paken- 
ham, the experts will try to find 
out why the big passenger plane 
packed with jubilant Welsh football 
fans careened wildly into a field as 
it was landing on a flight from 
Dublin. 

Of the 78 passengers and five 
crew members aboard, only three 
survived, It was the world’s worst 
commercial air tragedy and 
brought the toll ef deaths in Tu- 
dor planes—Britain’s first post-war 
four-engined commercial aircraft— 
to 14. 

PREPARING TO LAND 

The chartered plane, biggest in 
active service in Britain, was pre- 
paring to land. in sunny weather. 
Tired but happy rugby football en- 
thusiasts aboard had gone wild 
with joy Saturday at Wales’ 6-3 
victory over Ireland in the United 
Kingdom chanpionships at Dublin. 

After a night of celebrating in 
Dublin they were returning home 

The big four-engined plane 
appeared to be touching down 
at Liandow airport here for a 

normal landing when, without 
warning, it roared back into # 

It smashed to earth in a 
field after making a right turn 
and side-slipping. 

The huge piane crashed 15 yards 
from a house. It did npt explode 
or burn, 

Two of the three survivors, bro- 
thers-in-law, walked out of the 
wreckage unaided and virtually 
unscathed. They had been sitting

An ancient log book from a HBC fur trading post on 
the North Saskatchewan has come to light in Edmonton, 
throwing open a door on another vista of the city’s past. 


The faded journal covers the 
Period from August 8, 1861, to 
October 2, 1884, and is inscribed 
in the careful penmanship of a 
bygone day. 

OLD BUILDING 

Actually the journal was discov- 
ered last year by a Mr. Purin, now 
of Kelowna, B.C., when he was 
tearing down ..n old Edmonton 
building. ' 

It was found beneath the eaves 
of the building, undisturbed since 
the day it was laid away by some 
oldtime trader, 

The book recently came into the 
possession of provincial archives 
committee member, Mrs. O. J. 
Walker, 
“Fortress North”, through Purin’'s 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. Oscar Purin, 
Edmonton, 

The yellowing log book is merely 
the record of the ordinary day-by- 
day business of a nineteenth cen- 
tury fur trader, but it's cut and

All the Fuss About 


It is difficult for Canadians to under- 
stand the frantic fuming of the British 
government about the determination of 
“King” Seretse Khama of Bechuanaland 
to seat his white wife alongside himself 
on the black throne, 

At first the government tried to dis- 
guade Seretse from marrying the London 
girl. Then they tried to keep him from 
re ing to Bechuanaland. Then they 
endeavored to stir up the natives against 
him. 

And now, finally, they have banished 
him from his kingdom for five years unless 
he will divorce his white wife and rule 
alone. 

A Canadian newspaper has no facilities 
for delving into the intricacies of colonial 
office policy. And there may be good and 
substantial reasons why it is impolitic to 

it a white woman to be consort of a 
ck king ruling over a black nation. 

But on the superficial face of it, the 
British government has not made out a 
good case for its interference. 


The white queen has been well-received 
by the natives, particularly the women, 
and common sense would seem to indicate 
that such a situation should ameliorate 
vather than complicate white-black rela- 
tions

one to be considered.

However, there is one circumstance that 
has not been revealed in relation to this 
situation in Bechuanaland. 

That circumstance is the easily dis- 
cernible trend in South Africa back to- 
wards the institution of slavery. 

The present pro-Boer, anti-British 
government of South Africa, which has 
already given notice of its intention to 
break away from the British Common- 
wealth, has been noted for its abominable 
treatment of the natives and its evident 
determination to keep them “in their 
place.” 

There has been open talk of restoring 
them to the slave status. 

Of course, if this sort of thing is going 
on in an African dominion, it is easy to 
see that the repression and persecution of 
the blacks will not be made easier by the 
fact that a white woman reigns in another 
African section. 

Granted that the situation in Bechu- 
analand and the situation in South 
Africa have a connection, which they may 
well do, it is surprising ‘that the British 
government should lend itself even indi- 
rectly to the support of a movement, in 
a very nearly hostile dominion, that is 
repugnant to every instinct of British 
freedom. 

At the very least, this interference in 
Bechuanaland is a grave and unseemly 
mistake. 


Another Hysterical Piece of Folly 


The refusal of 900 professors of the 
University of California to take a special 
anti-Communist oath in order to hold 
their jobs is to be applauded as a rare 
exhibition of courage and common sense. 

The professors are ready to assert 
their stand against Communism. But they 
won't be coerced into any farcical show 
such as would be involved in taking an 
oath. 

And they are quite right. 

In the first place, such an oath would 
provide no safeguard whatsoever against 
the presence of Communists on the staff 
because experience has shown that the 
Communist teaching has no regard for 
truth, 

In all likelihood, the Communists would 
rush to make such a solemn affirmation. 

In the second place, this outrageous 
proposal to make a group of presumably 
honest men and women avow their inno- 
cence of a crime with which they have 
never been charged is a serious breach of 
those conceptions of personal freedom 


upon which the whole continent was 
originally established. 

In happier days is used to be assumed 
that all men were innocent until they were 
proved guilty. 

Today, under the wave of spy hysteria 
that seems to have seized the United 
States, the process seems to be reversed. 

Today the onus is not upon the state 
to prove that a man is a Communist but 
upon the individual himself to prove that 
he is not a Communist. 

This new principle is unwholesomely 
apparent in the peremptory order of the 
University of California to its staff of 
1,100 to take this oath or be discharged. 

It is not enough to say that this pro- 
cedure is an hysterical piece of folly. 

It is much more than that. It is a grave 
encroachment upon democratic liberty. 

And what will be the sense of achiev- 
ing a form of security against Commu- 
nism if, in the process of doing so, North 
America destroys its own traditions of 
individual liberty?

One of the most hopeful signs 
of recent weeks is the swing 
back towards the United Nations. 

Students of recent history may 
chuckle a bit at President Tru- 
man’s rather belated conversion 
to realization of the need to use 
UN, But it is useless to look a 
gift horse in the mouth, 

It is, however, worth recalling 
the strange steps by which this 
happened. 

In the recent election cam- 
paign, Mr. Churchill regained for 
Britain the international initia- 
tive. He called for new meetings 
of the heads of Britain, the U.S. 
and Russia, to halt the armament 
race and to end the cold war. His 
plan in 1950 was almost identical! 
with that suggested by Henry 
Wallace in 1947. 

But President Truman is wary 
of this. The U.S. will gladiy deal 
with Russia, he says, but only 
through regular diplomacy,

Basis 


I have always maintained that 
if one of the Big Three sponsors 
of UN was really for UN 100 
per cent, we would lay the first 
foundations of lasting peace with- 
in a few months. J have watched 
the UN in action each year since 
it was born. Every time ] have 
attended sessions, J have been 
impressed by the obvious weak- 
ness, That is, not a single one of 
the Big Three is ardently, con- 
sistently for UN, the whole UN, 
and nothing but UN, 

Russia is the most open ob- 
structionist of the big powers, 
throwing her unco-operative 
weight around with appalling ef- 
fect and, at times, with almost 
unbelievable stupidity, 

But perhaps the off-again, on- 
again, now hot, now cold, one- 
leg-in, one-leg-out attitude of the 
US.A. has been equally damag- 
ing. It began when the US. 
dropped lease-lend, just about 
the same time as she dropped 
the atomic bomb. It went much 
further when she scuttled the 
UNRRA set-up. For UNRRA did 
everything good that the later 
Marshal! Plan tried to do in 
Western Europe—and did it on 
a world-wide scale. But UNRRA 
did none of the dangerous and 
bad things that the Marshal! 
Plan has done and is stil! doing. 

The Trumon doctrine and the 
ruthless Red dictatorship in East- 
ern Europe were the two later 
offspring of the worsening strug- 
gle. Which comes first, the 
chicken or ‘ne egg? Both were 
direct repudiations of the letter 
and spirit of the UN charter, 


Held in 
Moscow 

Now one of the U.S. senators 
suggests that the next Assombly 
of the UN should be held in 
Moscow, 

This proposal was admittedly 
advanced as a US, tactic in the 
cold war. It js designed to crash 
the Iron Curvain, But in my

opinion it is the best suggestion 
that has come from anybody in 
recent months. All the delegates 


and newspaper people at that 
Assembly could see from them- 
selves what life is like in Russia. 
All the people of Russia could 
get a knowledge of the peace- 
making possibilities of UN that 
they can never get while UN ac- 
tivities are concentrated in far- 
away New York. 

Britain has thus regained some 
of her old-time leadership in 
these matters. In 1945, at San 
Francisco, Mr. Eden and his col- 
leagues were the equal of any 
other national delegation. That 
was not true when Labor came 
in. However excellent its record 
was at home, on the international 
field it never played anything 
but second fiddle, and almost al- 
ways to the tune called by Uncle 
Sam.

CIVILIANS TO BE TARGET 


Army Is Safest Place 
If Shooting War Starts 


By ROBERT MUSEL 
Exclusive to The Bulletin 


LONDON, March 13—(BUP)— 
If there is another war, you might 
be safer at the fighting front than 
at home. 

A survey of secret and semi- 
secret weapons ready for use or 
in the laboratory stage shows 
that the art of killing civilians is 
far outpacing thai of killing sol- 
diers. 

Scldiers would have plenty of 
trouble in a new holocaust. They 
always do, and more or less ex- 
pect it 

But next time, if any, civilians 
are expected to take the heaviest 
beating and the heaviest casual- 
ties. 

The hydrogen bomb would be a 
terror weapon far too vast to use 


on the fighting front. If it is ever 
dropped, it almost certainly will 
be aimed against a great metropo- 
lis or vossibly behind the lines of 
an advancing army to devastate 
their communications lines over 
huge areas. 

Actually there is only a handful 
of targets large enough to war- 
rant its use.

Israel has had to revise its 
Wheat needs upwards three times 
since becoming a member of the 
International Wheat Board, The 
country’s first allocation was 
100,000 tons a year “but in a 
short time, we had to ask for 
120,000 tons,” sald Mr, Harman, 
“and now we have just been 
given approval for 140,000 tons a 
year through the board.” 

Israel's rise in imports is a re- 
flection of the needs of the 370,- 
(00 immigrants who have entered 
the country since the May, 1048, 
independence proclamation, They 
raised the Jewish population by 
50 per from 650,000—-in 
this short time 

Mr. Harman said his country 
expects the immigration will con- 
tinue for some time, At present, 
it stands at 15,000 a month, “but 
the governments of Poland and 
Iraq have given permission for 
their Jews to go to Israel pro- 
vided they do so this year.”
